students from certain schools, better 
known as political hotbeds. 

* Hetgian and Italian Treaties 

So much for the riot on the 13th! 
instant, Perhaps it may not be amiss 
here to summarize the pros and 
cons that have been advanced in 
the present dispute over the merits} 
of the newly signed Sino-Belgian and] 
Sino-ftalian Treaties. 

Strong opposition has been stirred 
in Chinese circles followinge the! 
it of the two new treaties by 
Dr. C. T. Wang, and among those 
who first raised the voice of protest 
was Sun Fo, the Minister of Rail- 
ways, At a recent meeting of the| 
Political Council he stated, inter 
alia, that the now treaties with 
Italy and Belgium, while reciprocal 
in name, wore fraught with the 
possibility of gross inequalities and| 
would operate to the great disad- 
vantage of China. Mr. Sun objected 
to a similar annex to both treaties 
providing that when the nationals 
fof the other contracting party have 
ceased to enjoy extraterritorial pri- 
vileges and when the relations be- 
tween the two countries are on a 
footing of perfect equality, China 
shall grant to its nationals the right 
toliveand trade and to acquire pro- 
perty in any part of the Chinese 
territory, subjert to limitations pre- 
seribed by Chinese laws and regula- 
tions.

‘country. ‘Thus, for instance, Belgian 
cotton. cloths, “when imported into 
Shanghai, cannot be made subject 
to higher customs dues than similar 
native cloths coming from another 
part of China, say, Ticntsin; and 
this in spite of the fact whether or 
not there is or may exist in future 
‘an economic necessity for keeping 
away such forcign gcods. Insteat 
of absolute autonomy, the argumem, 
‘concludes, there is created but an 
objectionable restriction on China's 
right to fix her tariff, and such re- 
striction is held to be of a perman- 
ent character as no provision is 
included in the treaty regarding its 
termination. 

In view of the fact that tarift 
autonomy forms the chiof desidera- 
tum of the Chinese people, who for 
years chave been educated by the 
Kuomintang leaders into many of 
its hypothecated blessings, and that 
the belief has taken rost among 
‘many Chinese of the necessity to en- 
force protection in order to free 
China's young industries from for- 
ign competition and to place them 
‘on their feet, the above argument 
has appeared’ in Chinese circles al- 
most conclusive and has induced 
many to ask, “Why sign away one 
of our inalienable rights so badly 
needed to maintain the economie 
existence of our nation? 


Exteaterritoriality 


In connection with consular 
jurisdiction, the Foreign Minister.

‘A Storm of Criticism 

The conditional _relinquishment 
provided in the two treaties has| 
given rise to a veritable storm of 
‘criticism, ‘The former treaties with 
Belgium and Italy, it is stated, had 
already been abrogated by China, 
and a modus vivendi promulgated 
governing the treatment of their 
respective nationals in this country. 
Consequently neither of the two 
[countries was any longer entitled 
to extraterritorial privileges, but 
providing that the article abolishing, 
‘such shall begin to be operative on 
January 1, 1930, the annexes to the 
new treaties virtually returned to 
Belgium and Italy what they al- 
ready had lost. Further, the matter 
was much complicated ‘by making

According to information from 
authoritative sources, the question 
whether or not the branch political 
councils ought to be abolished after 
January 1, 1829, has been settled. 
It is understood ‘that a compromise 
hhas been reached concerning this 
provlem, which nearly caused the 
break up of the Fifth Plenary Ses- 

mn and, only a few days ago, was 
again the subject of a good deal of 
discussion.

remembered that in the course 
of the judgment the claim that 
the estuary of the Yangtze must 
be held to be a narrow channel 
was disallowed, and it was 
stated that the waters could not 
be held to constitute a narrow 
channel within the meaning of 
Article 25, unless buoyed or 
otherwise clearly defined on both 
sides, or made so specifically by 
local regulation. In this connec- 
tion it has to be noted that while 
recently the authorities have 
constituted the Yangtze a nar- 
row channel throughout its 
length, they have not laid down 
that waters between the Fair 
way Bell Buoy and the Woosung 
Bar shall be deemed such or a. 
fairway, and in view of this and 
the cireumstance that thera 
appears to be no definite bound- 
ary to the areas of the river or 
the estuary, the Court could 
hardly have held otherwise than 
it did.

they give little or no information 
to the master of an approaching 
steamer as to whether the junk is 
at anchor or being overtaken or 
crossing from port to starboard, 
‘or what she is doing. There 
appears to be no official publica- 
tion available from — which 
detailed information as to these 
‘arious customs may be obtain- 
ed; more especially does this 
apply to a mariner from some 
foreign country entering these 
waters for the first time, 
possessed only of the informa- 
tion obtainable from the Sailing 
Directions. And, in addition to 
the inadequacy of both the power 
and the grouping of the lights, 
on many bearings either one or 
the other is completely blanked 
by the sails or rigging while 
on occasion both may prove to 
be invisible. 

‘The result of this state of 
affairs will readily be seen. 
Suppose that visibility should 
decrease, but not to such a 
degree as to bring the ship into 
navigational danger or cause the 
master to apprehend that he 
might without reasonable warn- 
(auch as in given by the 
ights preseribed in the Regula- 
tions) suddenly find himself 
close to some other vessel, how 
is his position affected by the 
presence of junks? In such 
waters a ‘modern, —turbined 
steamship, unable to proceed at 
less than seven knots, may 
decide that there is no option 
but to anchor.” On the -other 


















































hand if she continues on her 
passage—and in doing 80 is fol-

THE SINO-BRITISH 
TREATY 
Per, 2%, 

No fewer than ten new trea- 
ties have now been signed since 
last July between China and 
the Powers, that is, with .the 
United States, Germany, Norway, 
Belgium, Italy, Great Britain, 
Sweden, Portugal, Holland and 
Denmark, In four of these, the 
Belgian, Italian, Danish and 
Portuguese, as the old treaties 
had actually expired, the new 
ones include abolition of extra- 
territoriality, with, however, 
certain stipulations which may 
possibly delay its actual dia- 
appearance. ‘The other treaties 
are a frank concession, recog- 
ing China's full right to taritt 
autonomy and sweeping away 
all the old restrictions, though 
with safeguard throughout of 
the “most favoured nation 
clause.” ‘The kicks administered 
to Dr. C.T. Wang for his work 
by his «countrymen have been 
quite as plentiful as the 
ha'pence, But it is surely a very 
ingenious, or very malicious 
mind, which can see the new 
treatios as a unilateral arrange- 
ment against China, Granted 
a well established Government 
in China, functioning normally 
and efficiently, and there ap- 
pears nothing whatever in the 
treaties inconsistent with the 
desired spirit of mutual respect 
and equality and Dr. Wang is 
surely entitled to his country's 
respect and commendation, 


‘That the Hritish treaty is by 
far the most important of the 
ten Will be admitted by all, 
Where others use a general 
phrase, the British treaty goes 
into precise details and ensures 
a clear understanding, Thus 
the important point is secured 
that the most favoured nation 
clause is understood to apply to 
goods as well as to person 
British produce will have exact- 
ly the same treatment whethor 
imported by a British or a non- 
ish agent. It is arguable 
that this principle, having been 
agreed upon in’ the British 
treaty, must by the most favour- 
ed nation clause also apply to 
others. But even if so, there 
is nothing in it incompatible 
with the spirit of fair trade and 
it is of course reeiprogal in 
operation, Chinese goods receiv- 
ing the same benefits through- 
out the British Empire that 
British goods get in China, 
There is a psychological value 
in the annex that makes the new 
treaty applicable to all Do- 

inions and Crown Colonies 
as well as to Great Britain and 
Ireland, No more is China 
dealing with a group of islands 
in a remote northern sea, not 
much larger than one of her own 
provinces, but with a common- 
wealth of. nations and dopend- 
encies that circles the globe. We 
are told that the Chinese leaders 
are deeply impressed with the 
thought, which certainly should 












































give them a new conception of 
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‘the agreement signed on the 
20th confirms the declaration 
‘made hy the Nationalist Govern- 
ment on July 20, 1927, and gives 
“an explicit pledge that it is that 
Government's intention “that 
goods having once paid import 
duty to the Maritime Customs ia 
accordance with the rates im- 
posed in the new or any sub- 
sequent national tariff will be 
freed as soon as possible from 
any levies of the nature specifiel 
in the above-mentioned pro- 
elamation.”

Obviously 
if the existing irregular levies 
eunnot be abolished, the new 
tariff means only an additional 
charve upon a country already 
almost crushed by the provincial 
tax bureaux’s insatiable de- 
mands, But more important is 
the implied question of the 
atability of Government, It may 
he that onlookers have been too 
impatient for solid achievements 
since Peking fell, and that the 
fact alone of Nanking having 
heen able to attain some kind of 
‘equipoise out of the mass of 
excited ard conflicting passions 
is in itself enough for the mo 















































ment. It cannot be gainsaid that 
Nanking has achieved a certain 
position of authority, ‘The fact 


that when it calls a conference 
the leading men from other parts 
of China are willing to hear the 
all means something. But the 
country cannot be expected to 
remain indefinitely content wits 
the negative spectacle of a Gov- 
ernment devoting all its efforts 
to preserving its balance. Great 
reforms have been promised and, 
‘although China has been extra 
ordinarily patient, results are 
required. We are’ not thinking 
only of foreign trade, ‘The pro- 
mised abolition of likin and 
similar imposts is only a symp- 
tom of the Government's 
strength and that a secondary 
one, The supreme test of the 
health or ill health of the new 
régime is to be looked for in the 
reality of the Disbandment Con- 
fetonce, which meets on New 
Year's Day, and the framing of 
a budget for which Chinese 
business men are again pressing 
so strongly. If good will and 
self sacrifice for the country’s 
welfare are shown by the gén- 
erals, if the absurdly unneces- 
sary’ number of soldiers can 
really be reduced and military 
expenditure curbed, then the 
future is full of hope, But if 
the disbandment is another mere 
pretence, like the empty farce 
that filled the official news 
agency reports Jast summer, then 
it is idle to talk of any reform, 
there will be no budget, no re- 
gularizing of internal taxation,

Every Man's Own Duty 


To help attain this aim, Cominise 
sioner Chu called upon his audience 
to bear in mind that after all it 
rested with them and’ with every 
Chinese as an individual whether 
or no China's good name should be 
Kept unsullied, and the Chinese Re- 
public should’ go forward to take 
its place in the concourse of world 
powers. No resentment should be 
felt towards foreigners, but it ee 
hooves every citizen of the Republic 
to treat every foreigner with proper 
respect. They should aim to'make 
frionds with foreigners and wore 
hand in hand with them whenever 
the carte is a proper ene.

‘The Communist Party of China 
is to-day again becoming an effec- 
tive political organism with a clear- 
ly conceived programme and de- 
finitely determined party tactics. 
The Kuomintang, as a political 
party, is actually moribund; neither 
the Right nor Left wings possees 
real vitality; the Right Wing de- 
pending whoily upon Kuangsi mi 
tarism for its support; the Left 
Wing being split between those who 
would depend upon the militarism 
of either General Chiang Kai-shek 
‘or General Feng Yu-hsiang. Both 
cht and Left Wings wholly 
istrust the people, only one faction 
of the Left Wing (the Wang 
Ching-wei group) hoping through 
labour demonstrations, to rekindle 
mass rympathy for themselves. 

Only the Communist Party of 
China are working among the 
masses—and their emphasis is no 
longer upon young intellectuals and 
fiery Intourers in Shanghai and 
Canton, ‘They are working un- 
country, among the peasants, the 
famine-stricken, starving peasant: 
who have nothing to lose now bu 
their misorable lives. 

In the following study of this 
problem, I shall quote only from 
Communist sources. Much of the 
Tanguage will be. buoyant Com- 
‘unist propagandistic verbiage, but 
that eannot be helped, for the ‘task 
is to know what the Communists 
are thinking and planning and

The factory labourers in China 
are infinitely better off than their 
relatives in the villages from which 
they came. Those labourers who 
are employed in foreign-owned in- 
dustries have, since 1925, been able 
to obtain’ wage scales and labour 
conditions far superior to anything: 
hitherto known in China, ‘There 
are strikes and there will, be s"kes. 
but it becomes incrsasingly difirwie 
for the Communist i: tour organizer 
to start a general sirixe.

Peasants Now Armed 
In northern Kiangsu, Shantung, 
onan, Chili (Hopei) Shensi, 
Shansi—in parts of Kuangsi and 
Kuangtung, in Anhui, almost all 
peasants are armed.

In the event of the Nationalists 
‘wanting to borrow money, as seems 
not unlikely, what considerations,

A Characteristié Barrie Joke 


More than 34 y« 
“National Observer,” under the 
editorship of W. E. Henley, printed 
an article entitled “Barrie in the 
Chair"—a scathing portrait of the 
author as the chairman of a Burns 
dinner at Greenock. 

The article so roused the ire of 
the admirers of Sir James Barrie 
that they bombarded Henley 
lettors of protest, It was reveal- 
ed only recently by Mr. W. Hi. 
Spence, an old colleague of Sir 
James ‘Barrie and W. E. Henley, 
that the skit was really the work 
of Barrie himself, and a 
practical joke. 

Mr, Richard Edmiston, of Glas- 
gow, ‘owns the manuscript of this 
sketch, and is the possestor of 
five volumes of different Barrie 
manuscripts, including 40 letters 
and other document - 

The story in that W. E. Henley, 
then itor of the “National  Ob- 
server,” asked Barrie for an article, 
and “Barrie in the Chair” was sub- 
mitted. it was printed in the paper 
on February 3, 1894, and is as 
follows: 

A blasty night it was in Greenock 
on Thursday last, but we could only 
let ourselves be blown in one direc 
tion for a’ that: into the Town 
Hall, to wit, where the Burns 
Dinner was “on"—Mr. J. M. Barrie 
in the chatr.

A dancing girl was found 
to walk and dance a mile during one 
tle more in two other acts. 
Pedometer experiments among a 
ixed group of people, including’ 
shop assistants, waiters, tram con- 
ductors, dancers, postmen, children, 
typists, and policemen averaged a. 
walk of close on eight miles a 
day.
